WILLIAM PENN. 
October 14 marks the anniversary of the birth of William 
Penn, founder of Pennsylvania and father of religious free­ 
dom in America. 
Penn came of fighting stock and was the son of Admin * 
Penn of the British navy. 
In his youth Penn served for a 
time in the army that was operating in Ireland. 
Later while 
attending the University of Oxford he became a convert lo 
Quakerism and from that time his life was a hard one. 
His 
father drove him from home for a time hoping that hard 
ships would bring the young enthusiast lo his senses, but it 
did not. 
He was ready to give up all the comforts of a 
wealthy home but not his religious belief, chief of which was 
the love of peace and promotion of goodwill among men. 
On his father's 
death 
Penn 
inherited 
a 
fortune and 
straighway sought to alleviate the sufferings of the persecute a 
and downtrodden. 
King Charles II owed Penn's father a 
large sum of money and Penn offered to accept as payment 
the territory now 
embraced 
in the 
state 
of Pennsylvania 
nahied by the king in honor of Penn's father since Penn re­ 
fused to name it for himself. 
However, Penn did not subscribe to the custom of the 
times which disregarded tho ownership of the Indians. 
He 
called the Indians together and made a treaty with them 
paying again for the land which he had already bought 
from the king of England. 
It has been said that that was the 
only treaty with the Indians not bound with an oath and 
the only one never broken by either side. 
It is also said that 
a broad hat such as worn by the Quakers was more protection 
to the wearer traveling in the indian country’ than a company 
of soldiers. 
Penn q u i c k l y organized his province and threw the doors 
open to the oppressed of every nationality and creed. -His 
own people were subjected to harsh persecution and sonu* 
even put to death in other colonies, but Pennsylvania remained 
free for all. 
The settlers of New England had fled from England to 
escape persecution, but having settled here they demanded 
that all others conform to their creed and practice and heaped 
fierce persecution upon ail who refused to do so, notably in 
the case of Roger Williams and Anne Hutchinson. 
While there was more freedom in the South, even here 
it was demanded that the church of England be recognized. 
It was Penn’s mission to demonstrate to the world that 
men of different 
belief can 
live 
peaceably 
as neghbors. 
Roger Williams did the same in Rhode Island and Cecil Cal­ 
vert. though a Catholic, made the same provision for free­ 
dom of worship in his colony of Maryland. 
By the time the Revolution was ended the great lesson 
had been learned and one of the comer stones of the national 
constitution is the provision divorcing church and state and 
guaranteeing every man the right to worship God according 
to his own belief. 
Prior to that time church and state had 
always been linked closely together as it still is in England 
and other European countries. 
It remained for America to 
demonstrate the 
blessedness 
of 
freedom 
of 
worship and 
political beliefs.
